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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 



2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because: 

(i) it uses language which can be implied, i.e., "the present invention", "comprises", 

(ii) the first sentence should be deleted. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 



3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Objections 

4. Claims 1, 3 and 6-12 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 1, line 1, "hole" should be changed to - hold -, 
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line 1, "apparatus" should be changed to - device - for consistency, see claims 2- 

13, lines 1. 

line 12, "holde" should be changed to - hold — . 
In claim 3, line 3, "an output signal" should be changed to the output signal --, see line 
4 of claim 1. 

In claim 6, line 6, "a state of a first test mode delay signal" should be changed to — a first 
state of the test mode delay signal --, see line 7 of claim 1, 

line 1 1, "a state of a second test moe delay signal" should be changed to — a 
second state of the test mode delay signal --. 

In claim 7, lines 4-5, the terms "first" should be deleted. 

In claim 8, lines 4-5, the terms "second" should be deleted. 

In claim 9, line 3, "capacitor" should be changed to - capacitor unit — , 

line 3, "the first test" should be changed to — the test --, 

line 7, "the second test mode" should be changed to - the test mode --. 
In claim 10, line 6, "the first test" should be changed to - the test -, 

line 9, "the second test" should be changed to - the test — . 
In claim 11, line 7, "test mode entry signal" should be changed to — test control signal 
In claim 12, line 2, "thrid" should be changed to - third --. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-13 are allowed after the informality objections noted herein above are 
corrected. 

Claims 1-13 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest the 
inclusion of a decoding unit for receiving a test mode delay signal, a test mode entry signal and a 
test mode end signal and for generating a test mode delay signal based on these three signals as 
recited in claim 1.
